ROME, May 22—Premier Mussolini's four power pact, 
designed to give Europe a minimum of 10 years peace, was 
informall;y agreed upon Sunday by Great Britain, France, 
Germany and Italy. Although it was pointed out final 
decision rests with the govern- 
ments concerned, officials here 
confidently expect the pact will be 
signed promptly. 

Initialing of the pact may be 
done today at Geneva by Sir John 
Simon, British Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, Foreign Minister 
Paul Boncour of France, Rudolph 
Nadolny, German delegate, and 
Baron Aloisi, representative of 
the Italian government. Formal 
signing of the agreement would 
take place later at Rome. 

The British ambassador, Sir 
Ronald Graham, and the French 


Ambassador, Henry De Jouvenel, 
after long audiences with the Duce 
today telegraphed the final text of 
the pact to their governments.

Save The Trees 


The following letter has been sent out by the 
Town Planning Commission of the city of Edmon- 
ton, who ask that it be read in all the high schools 
and public schools of the city. 

“The Commission asks all the school pupils to 
hglp them in every way they can to protect and to 
save the trees of the city. 

“Each year the city loses about a thousand 
trees in various ways. The men in charge of these 
trees say that they find that about three-quarters 
of the trees that get destroyed, that is to say about 
about seven hundred and fifty trees every year, are 
broken by young people handling them roughly 
while playing or deliberately injuring them because 
they do not think of the value of-a small tree. 


“By the time a tree has grown large enough 
and has been planted beside a street, it has cost 
about two and a half dollars. When 750 of these 
are broken in one year by children, you can figure 
out how much that has cost—$1875. Now the city 
gets the money to pay for getting new trees planted 
to take the place of the broken ones from the city 
taxes, which are paid by the parents of the child- 
ren. Because they pay for them in this way the 
trees belong to all the citizens. Nearly everyone 
wants to see the city made beautiful by trees, so 
a part of the money paid in taxes is used every 
year in planting trees. They have to be small when 
they are planted and so they can't stand rough 
handling. If you want big trees you have to take 
care of them for many years when they are small. 
A child grows only a little every year but in ten 
years there is a great difference and a tree grows 
only a little every year, so that you cannot see 
much difference in one year or even in two, but in 
ten years the difference is wondefMul. The men 
who plant these trees may not live long enough to 
see them when they are grown to their full size, 
and most of the people who are helping to pay for 
the trees will not see them at their biggest either. 
But most of the children and young people will 
see them when they are at their best and they will 
be a very fine sight. These little trees are really 
planted for the enjoyment of the young people 
when they grow older so that when they grow old- 
er and have their own homes they may have a 
pleasant and beautiful city to live in. And yet 750 
small trees are destroyed by children in Edmonton 
every year, 

“The trees along the streets make them very 
beautiful, especially in summer when they are cov- 
ered with green leaves, They shelter the streets 
from the hot sun. Where there are trees the birds 
will come and where there are no trees there will 
be no birds and their singing will not be heard. If 
there were no trees in a city, all the streets would 
look very bare and dry and colourless and they 
would be hot and uncomfortable in warm weather, 
and not at all pleasant to live in. When the trees 
line the roads on two sides and all grow about the 
same size the streets become beautiful avenues. 
But if along the lines there is one tree broken here 
and two or three in another place and more still 
somewhere else, then only small ones can be plant- 
ed in the places of the broken ones. So then the 
trees are all differnt sizes and the lines are very 
uneven. If you arrange a lot of childreg in a line 
with big ones and little ones mixed up anyhow you 
will see what an awkward squad you will make. 
You can get the children to move about into a 
better looking line, but the trees have to stand as 
they are planted, you can't shift them about. That 
is why it is important that every little tree should 
be carefully looked after. You can fill a gap with 
a smaller tree but you can never make such a good 
line again 

“When the trees lose their leaves in the winter 
time it is easy to forget how pretty they were with 
the leaves in summer time and then they are apt 
to be pulled about carelessly. But a tree broken in 
winter or at any other time is lost forever, and 
the work of years is destroyed in a moment, In 
the winter many people go and cut down little 
spruce trees for Christmas trees but they should not 
do this in the city or anywhere near the city be- 
cause there are so many people in a city wanting 
trees that before many years there would be no 
little spruce trees left and if there are no little ones 
no more big ones will grow up. 

“The Town Planning Commission wishes all the 
children in Edmonton to know about these things 
because if the children will think about how good 
trees are and how it takes a great deal of work 
and a great deal of money to get plenty of trees 
about the city they will want to do their share in 
helping to take care of them by not swinging on 
them or pulling at them or cutting them and by 
persuading other children to take the same care. 

“The city of Edmonton is in many ways a good 
place to live in and if the children will help in tak. 
ing care of the trees and in every other way they 
can think of, it will go on being a better and better 
place to live in for them when they grow elder and 
if they don't—well then of course ti will get worse 
and worse. It is the duty of all good people to 
help to make this world we live in more and more 
beautiful. Taking care of the trees is a very good 
way to help in this. We ask every one of you to 
do your Share in doing this

THE HEART IS A STRONG ORGAN 


In many ways the heart is the most interesting 
organ in the body. Every minute of your life your 
heart beats about 72 times, while you were a child 
it beat even faster. It has been estimated that dur- 
ing 70 years of living your heart contracts more 
than 2% billion times. At every beat the heart 
pumps out more than 2 ounces of blood in a grown 
person and during life a healthy heart will pump 
around 38 million gallons of blood. Ia pushing the 
blood along the blood vessels the heart must move 
between 11 and 22 pounds of blood per mintte. Of 
course, most of this work is done Without your 
being aware that the heart is pumping and you do 
not realize how speedily blood travels through your 
body; for example, blood wil! travel from the veins 
of one arm to the arteries in the other arm in about 
18 seconds or 3-10 of a minute. 

The normal heart has a tremendous  reseryv 
power. While you are going about your ordinary 
work the heart is called upon to do only a part of 
what it can do when necessity arises. It is this 
reserve power which enables an athlete to per- 
form extraordinary feats calling for great activity 
on the part of all the muscles, including the heart 
muscle. I mention this remarkable heart power 
because many mothers have written to ask me how 
much muscular action may be permitted a child 
without danger of harming the heart. The answer 
is that a child will seldom push exercise to the 
point where it will damage the heart. A healthy 
heart is strong enough to stand up under any exer- 
cise that the rest of the body can carry out. One 
exception to this might be the case of growing boys 
who might strain their hearts when compelled to 
continue beyond their strength by competitive 
games. But during the everyday exertions the 
heart of the average person is more than able to 
do its work and if not abused will pump away 
night and day with no difficulty. 

Many people are entirely unaware of thei: 
hearts and you will probably hear many more com- 
plaints about tooth ache, constipation, indigestion 
or sleeplessness than you will hear about discom- 
fort from the heart 

I particularly wanted to reassure you about the 
strength of the heart muscle because I realize that 
many people have ti mistaken idea that the heart 
may suddenly go back on them at any time. In 
fact, thousands who have real heart trouble 
whatever, are sure that their hearts are weak and 
live in fear when they could be enjoying doing all 
the pleasant, wholesome activities that other peo- 
ple indulge in. 

The heart has great recuperative and 
even though damaged by poor habits of living until 
some form of heart weakness develops, it will often 
recover to the extent that the patient can carry 
on his work, if the right treatment is used 
seen hundreds of cases of presumably 
heart disease relieved in a Satisfactory manner 
when the patient would follow a simple regimen

The heart is one of the strongest muscles in the 
body. There is no more real reason for it to wear 
out ten years too soon than there is for the heavy, 
powerful muscles of the thigh to wear out. Nature 
has been improving the human heart for thousands 
of years and it is able to meet any reasonable de- 
mands. You who are well should learn how to keep 
the heart in continued health as it is injured by 
abuse and neglect and not by work; and you who 
have cardiac troubles should begin today to learn 
how to live in such a way as to aid your hearts to

Efforts to interest Premier Brown- 
lee in the plight of unemployed of 
the district were partially success- 
ful a few weeks ago when, at Mr 
Brownlee’s instigation an investiga- 
tion was commenced and a 15 per 
cent increase announced but a more 
equitable relief scale was sought by 
the men who claim they are still by 
far the lowest paid relief workers in
